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Sources Are Cited for Charge^ 
Of Soviet Tie to Arms Freeze

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 The White 1 director of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 


House today cited Government reports 
and magai^e articles as documenta- 
tion for President Reagan’s contention 
that ''foreign agents” bad helped 'insti- 
gate” the movement in the United 
States to freeze nuclear arms. 

Larry Speakes, the dq>uty White 
House press secretary, said the State 
Department had issued reports on the 
Soviet infiltration of the peskce move- , 
ment and said further documentation 
was contained in articles in The Read- 
ers Digest, Commentary and The 
^erican Spectator, 
i '^>resident Reagan’s reinark at his 
news ccmference Thursday night came 
inresponse to a question as to v^ietber 
evidence existed of f oreign involvement 
in the movement to fre^ the Ameri- 
can and Soviet nuclear arsenals. Mr. 
Reagan said be could not discuss "intel- 
ligence matters;” but that "plenty of 
evidence” existed. He said that the 
"overwhelming majority” of those who 
supported nuclear freeze proposals 
were "sincere and weU*intentiODf^.” 

But he added, "There has been, in the 
organization of some of the big demon- 
strations, the one in New Yor^ and ^ 
forth, there is no question about foreign 
agents that were sent to help instigate 
and help create and keep such a move- 
ment going.” 

• ^ Remarks Called *McCarmyism’ 

< Some critics of the President's re- 
marks accused him of trying to stiffle 
debate on the issue. 

"It is dishcartenii^ to see an Ameri- 
can President returning to the uctics of 
McCarthyism,” said Morton E. Halper- 
in, speafang for the American Civil 
Liberties Union. *"Charges of secret 
inanipUlation by toreign agents poison 
the well of public debate. 

"Americans must be free to debate 
issues on their merits and speak out 
without being subject to red-baiting,” 
Mr. Ralpeiin asserted. 

Lesbe Cagan, one of the coordinators 
of the disarmament rally held in New 
.York June 12, swd: '"The President is 
hypocritical when be argues for in- 
creased military spetxiing to help 'de^ 
fend democracy' while at thesame time 
he undermines our democratic right to 
public protest. Tbe assertion that the 
American people are being, manipu- 
lated by ‘foreign agents’ only serves to 
divert our energies away from tbe real 
issues: the clear and present dangers 
presented by our nuclear arsenals.” . 

. However, Roger S. Young, assistant 


ligation for Congressional and public 
affairs, said that the President was "ac- 
curate” in describing "tbe Soviet at- 
tempts to..inllueDce tbe peace move- 
ment.” Mr. Young said, "The F.B.L 
has received that mfonnatiOD and has 
furnished it for the White House. 

"We are not casting aspersions on tbe . 
peace movement,” he said, "but we 
know the Soviets have targeted it as tbe 
place to exen mBuence, not jtist in tbe i 
United Sutes, but in other parts of the 
world.” 

Tbe Reader’s Digest article cited by 
the White House as a source of docu- 
mentation for Mr. Reagan’s remark — 
"Tbe K.G.B.’s Magical War f or ' 
•Peace’” — appeared last month and 
was written by John Barron. In it, Mr. 
Barron wrote that the "objective” of 
the K.G.B, the Soviet intelligeDce serv- 
ice, is "to secure military superiority 
for the Soviet Union by persuading the 
United States to abandon new weapons 
systems.” Tbe name of its campaig n 
be says, is "nuclear freeze. ” 

.AxK>tber article mentiODed by tbe 
White House, "Perspective on the 
Peace Movement,” by William E. GrW- 
fitb in last Juzie’s Reader’s Digest, 
stated, ••The Soviets have fed funds and 
propaganda materials to some Euro- 
pean” peace groups and that “a Soviet- 
front organization has allied itself to tbe 
movement.”
